Four Persons Burned to Death in the 
Destruction of a Boarding House 
and Six Seriously

their lives and six others were injured. The 
dead are:

American Lines Preparing for 
a General Advance. 


REBELS SAID TO BE READY. 


MALABON TO BE THE SCENE OF A 
REAL BATTLE. 


The Native Forces in Large Numbers 
Are Strongly Intrenched and It Is 
Expected That They Will Fight 
Hard Before Retreating.

MANILA, Philippine Islands, March 24.— 
A general engagement with the rebel's 
forces may be expected at any moment. 
To-day may show most important develop- 
ments. 

On every hand in the American lines are 
the evidences of preparation to strike a 
hard blow. Regiments and commands are 
being shifted rap‘dly and placed at new 
points. 

The rebels are heavily massed in the 
trenches opposite our lines on the north. 
This evidently comes from a belief on the 
part of Aguinaldo that a blow is to be 
struck very soon at Malolos, their capital. 

American officers with whom I have dis- 
cussed the military situation are of the 
‘opinion that the coming battle will not 
only be decisive, but will be an engagement 
deserving of the name of battle, in its con- 
‘sequences. The \war is to be made real, 
and the fighting wiil be furious. 

Prisoners who have been brought in with- 
in the last 24 hours say that the rebels 
have the “last ditch” feeling and will make 
the most decisive stand they have yet 
taken. 

The second line of defense occupled by 
the rebel forces is between San Mateo and 
Mannaliches. There are rows of trenches 
one after another, and the advance of our 
troops can only be step by step, with re- 
sistence to be expected at every trench. 

But there is no lack of spirit and fighting 
‘desire among the American soldiers. Their 
courage is sublime. 

“Push the fighting. and end the war,”’ 
can be heard from these boys from Wash- 
ington, Montana, Idaho, Minnesota—the 
pick of the West. 

There is a reason for this. It comes from 
the desire to end the war and have it over 
with before the terrible rainy sé@éason sets 
in. They want to be on the high sea and 
en route for home when that time of the 
year comes around. 

The weather is most favorable, and there 
are only 875 men reported in the hospitals. 

The troops under Gen. MacArthur, hold- 
ing the strong line to the North, are pro- 
vided with shelter to keep off the sun, and, 
as they have no marching to do and are 
not exposed, they are generally very 
healthy. 

Gen. Lioyd Wheaton has been putting 
the men under him through some very live- 
ly campaigning since he landed, but they 
are now resting and recuperating and are 
in fair condition. 

What the men need most Is light clothing. 
This is being met, however, as Khaki uni- 
forms are being hurried here by Hong 
Kong and Singapore firms. 

In the last three days there has been 
little that resembled fighting along the 
| lines, yet the great strain upon the men 
|has been Kept up. 

Once tn a while a band of rebels has ap- 
peared opposite our lines on the South, 
but the terrible and deadly lessons that 
have been taught them so recently have 
made them very cautious, and they are 
careful to keep out of range. 

The arrival of reinforcements on the 
transports Grant and Sherman, with the 
| Sheridan due in a few days, has given new 
| spirit to the American forces. 

In addition, telegraph and cable com- 
munication has been again established over 
this and the other islands, and the lines 
are well under the control of Gen. Otis, 
so that he can keep the entire situation 
in hand, 

There are reports that the rebel cause 
is gaining adherents in the northern end 
of the island. 

The general feeling among the natives 
here in Manila, however, so far ase it is 
given outward expression, is that of sub- 
‘mission to the situation, and many ex- 
press a desire to have the Americans ad- 
minister a quick, crushing blow to Aguin- 
akio. 
| The natives are quiet, but it must be said 
| dt is, in a large measure, the quiet of re- 
pression. They are kept well inside their 
houses after nightfall and allowed a fair 
amount of freedom during the day. 

As a consequence, a white man can walk 
the streets after nightfall, unarmed and 
alone, in comparative safety. 

Gen, Otis expressed himeelf as satisfied 
with the situation so far as the Visaya 
Islands are concerned.

He Now Claims the Circuit Court Had 
No Right to Enter Judgment in 
the Absence of Testimony. 


The forcible entry and detainer case of 
Archbishop John J. Kain against Father 
John T. Tuohy was argued Friday in the 
St. Louis Court of Appeals on appeai from 
the Circuit Court of St. Charlies County. 

Grover & McClelland appeared for Father 
Tuohy and Judge John A. Dillon and The- 
odoric MeDearmon of St. Charles represent- 
ed the Archbishop. 

The suit originated in a Justice Court and 
was begun by Archbishop -Kain to oust 
Father Tuohy from the possesion of St. 
Patrick’s parish house. Judgment was 
given for the plaintiff by the Justice and 
the defendant appealed to the Circuit Court. 
After he had perfected the appeal, he ap- 
plied for a change of venue on the ground 
that he could not get a fair triai in St. 
Louis. The case was sent to the Circuit 
Court of St. Charles County. 

At the first call there, Father Tuohy 
presented an application for a continuance, 
which was denied. He then declined to ap- 
pear further in the case and his appeal 
was dismissed for want of prosecution. 
He then appealed from the action of the 
court in dismiesing the suit to the Bt. 
Louis Court of Appeals. 

In their arguments Friday, the defen- 
dant’s attorneys contended that-.the court 
erred in peremptorily dismissing’ their 
client’s appeal and entering judgment for 
the plaintiff, as judgment in a forcible en- 
try and detainer case should not be given 
until the plaintiff clearly establishes his 
right to the powsession of the property in 
dispute. 

They said the Circuit Court of St. Charles 
heard no evidence as to the plaintiff’s right 
of possession to St. Patrick's rish house, 
They argued that, consequ: ntly, the judg- 
ment entered against their client was er- 
roneous. 

The case was submitted and a decision 
will be handed down in a month.

SPRINGFIELD, Ill, March 24, — The 
racing bill has been reported to the House 
from the Committee on Miscellaneous Sub- 
jects. It permits of bookmaking upon the 
results of races at the track, 

Race meets may be held between May 
15 and Oct. 16 of each year, but not to ex- 
ceed 60 days upon any one track and pro- 
vides that all races shall be had between 
noon and 7 o’clock in the afternoon and 
also permits the selling of pools and book- 
making upon the result of the races had 
upon that track. A tax of 6 per cent upon 
the gross receipts of every such track lo- 
cated within 15 miles of cities having a 
population of 100,000 or over shall be paid 
to the County Treasurer and by him into 
the State Treasury. For tracks located 
within 15 miles of cities having a popula- 
tion of more. than 10,000 and not more 
than 100,000, the tax shall be 3 per cent 
upon the gross receipts and all other 
tracks shall pay a tax of 2 per cent upon 
their gross receipts. The bill gives. the 
State a lien upon all property of racing 
associations for the taxes provided in the 
bill. All original race track bills before 
the committee were laid on the table.

money.

They are always told the same story, that 
the Legislature has made no appropriation 
and there is no muney to pay fees or any- 
thing else. 

A few days ago Clerk Carr wrote Auditor 
Seibert asking if some money could not be 
provided.

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TRE BALLOT LAW. 


The election law in Missouri as in most other States seems to 
favor party organizations at the expense of the citizen’s lib- 
erty of choice. 

The two or three principal parties are always sure of hav- 
ing ballots, or space on the blanket if that form is used, but 
the smaller organizations which have trouble keeping up 
their percentage are often left without the right of representa- 
tion, while the independent voter must fumble the larger 
tickets and laboriously scratch and rewrite them.

LILACS.—The Persian lilacs are slender 
growers and send up more stalks from the 
6ame root than the old sort, and as these 
lack the stiffness which characterizes the 
old kinds a bush of Persian lilacs is vastly 
more graceful than the others. ey have 
larger spikes of flowers and bloom more 
profusely than the old kiruds, but 
the flowers are no “finer, | nor are 
they more fragrant. A fine specimen of 
the Persian lilac will often have a spread 
of ten or twelve feet, and its branches will 
curve to the ground under the weight of 
their flowers. Such grace as this is never 
found among the old lilacs, with their stiff 
prim branches. The old sorts are most 
satisfactory when trained in tree form. The 
Persians are much finer as shrubs. 


FICUS.—The leaves of the Ficus or rub- 
ber tree may turn yellow and fall off from 
several causes. From time to time the 
old leaves ripen. This ig a natural process 
and calls for no interference. Semetimes 
the pliant Is rootbound. In thie case ehift 
to a larger pot Poor soll sometimes leads 
to similar results. When this seeme to be 
the cause of trouble fertilize the plant, or 
give new, rich earth. Sometimes the drain- 
age ‘s bad, and retention of water about 
the roots of the plant brings an un- 
healthy action which resulta in the falling 
of the foliage.

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THE LIVELIEST BOXING CONTEST 
EVER SEEN IN ST. LOUIS. 


HONORS WERE DECLARED EVEN. 


Professor Mike Mooney Who Officiated 
as Referee Gave That Sort of 
a Decision. 


In the prize fighting game as in any 
other, one man’s opinion is as good as 
another's.

“I wasn't,”” was the prompt reply. “I 
was overtrained, and to that I attribute 
my lack of speed.’’
